ital they discussed grain matters with 
the Minister of Trade and Commerce. 
| Assurance was given the government 
that the line elevator companies will 
do everything in their power to as- 
sist in meeting wheat problems of 
Canada which have been accentuated 
by the War. The building of tempor- 
ary storage bins in the country was 
one of the proposals of the Associa- 
tion.’ This will. aid the farmers in 
marketing substantial additional 
quantities of grain. 


There are 5,672 country elevators 
in Western Canada with a storage 
capacity of 189,422,000 bushels. The 
average capacity of these elevators is 
35,000 bushels. Total capacity of all 
terminal and country elevators in 
Canada is 422,824,220 bushels. 

The Government Lumber Control- 
ler is co-operating with the elevator 
companies in moving forward lumber 
to country points for the erection of 
the temporary bins. Approximately 
15,000,000 feet of lumber will be re- 
quired for the construction of the 
bins, in addition to many tons of tie 
rods, nails and roofing materials,
